NEED OF SOOTHING NEWSPAPERS. 

N TELLING the newspapers of this state just what they may and may 
not print with regard to executions the legislature has introduced a 
reform the necessity of which, to use a startling expression, has long been 
felt. But the reform does not go far enough. The newspaper should be 
debarred the privilege of mentioning murders and accidents.

DIALECT. 


STUDENT OF LANGUAGE writes for the Chicago Hera/d an 

article on dialect. He says the JUDGE prints negro dialect which is 
not according to the dialectic rules of Mr. Joel Chandler Harris—that the 
grammar of “is” and “am” is, for instance, incorrectly reproduced. Has 
it occurred to this learned gentleman that there are more than two or three 
kinds of black man? The northern black is not the southern one, any 
more than the Louisiana negro is a Georgia negro. How many dialects 
are there among white men? We have here a Vermont dialect, a Penn- 
sylvania dialect, a Hoosier dialect, and so on; but, beyond that, many of 
our counties have peculiarities of dialect which differ from those of every 
other county in the state to which they happen to belong. When one 
talks of dialect he discusses a something which is not entirely within the 
linguistic geography. Dialect is made by circumstance and surroundings, 
not by education. It is a trick of the tongue, not of the brain. It is un- 
conscious imitation. It is the customary speech of the persons by whom 
the subject is surrounded. It has no particular grammar. It has no set 
form of speech that comes from instruction in spelling or pronunciation. 
It jess grows. Considerably higher forms of dialect are those which ex- 
ist, let us say, in England and France, which are not remotely separated. 
Dropping the eccentricities of dialect in different portions of France and 
England, will the expert dialectician of the Chicago H/era/d kindly give 
us his opinion of them ?
